the explosion ut the Pocahontas coal mine 
was visited by crowds of men, women and 
children from the surrouuding 
country. 


Communication between Central and Poca- 
iiontas haa boon almost suspended by a 
blockade oecasioncd by ti land-slido on tho 
N'ew river division, which wrecked a special 
relief train proceeding to tho mine, 


Tho general superintendent of tho mines, 


W. A. Lathrop, is in charge of the men now 
at Pocahoctas, but no further effort can bo 
made at rescue at'this time. The entrances 
to tho min. have all beou closed up in 
order 
to 
smother 
the 
flames within, 


and they will uot bn opened n£um for two 
weel:s at least. 7^0 ono has auy hopes of res- 
cuing any of tho unfortunate men within, 
who aro undoubtedly all dead. Many of 
them are from Ponr.sylvrtnia. 


The crowd of visitors to tho afflicted miu- 


ing camp nppear to bo thoroughly imbued 
with tho distress that has visited every home. 
Hen all day long'walkod quietly around, ox- 
changing comments about tho disaster, and 
pointing out newly discovered evidence of 
the ruin wrought by tho explosion. Passing

little village is closed, and wore it not for tho 
sounds of grief it co'jld easily be mistaken 
for a deserted village.

died away, nud they do not appear to liavo 
any desiro to deceive themselves as to tho 
overwhelming character of thoir aflliction.

ing this mighty fire are vory small, aud they 
point to several noted mines in this country, 
including ono in the Cumberland val'.oy 
which has been burning for years. Lon^ be- 
f'oi'u thn fire ui Poeahontds mine can be 
di-owned out the bodies oi tho victims will bo 
reduced to ashes by tlio action of tho terrible 
lic.il; v/itii which they are surrouudod. 


Superintendent Lathrop says thai just bc- 


foru tlio explosion occurred a train of coal- 
i-ars had been backed into the draft and tho 
locomotive had just reached u safe distance 
ivhon thu'shocl; camo. Tho carswero hurled 
in n body out of tho drift, aud shooting out 
at ri^lit angles with tho mountain side they 
plunged headlong down into tho valley be- 
low, 
whore they uow lio in a shapeless mtt-s-s. 


The densi: cloud ot coai-du.st which poured 
out from tho drift was forced high in the air, 
aud, 
passing over tho mountain ridge, fell 


upon tho other side, whore it now lies upon 
the snow ouo inch deep. Tho tattered over- 
coat of one man in tho mine was picked up ti 
quarter of a mile away. The mighty forco 
of the explosion is also witnessed by the fact 
that windows in a farm-house iioarly two 
miles away were shattered, while nearly all 
ot tho frame.shanties around tho mino wore 
prostrate .1 from tho sheer forco of the COM- 
cus.-iou. 


Afl night the physicians who went to tiio 


scoue were bus}-attending to tho wants of! tho 
men who were injured during tho repeated 
attempt's to rescue tho imprisoned minors. •
